VVhy encourage 


in enthusiasm that must fade away 
and hold up an ideal that is presently to 
oe trodden under foot?" 
So they sink 


nto pessimism and come to believe that 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit But 
he thoughtful and intelligent man eees 
ar deeper into the problem than this 
:le has discovered that in this very 
,mth, held to be so mournful, lies the 
Kernel of all progress. 


All the rose colored hopes that we in- 


dulge, all the attractive future spread 
out in such fair proportions to our im 
agination, lure us on to energy and ef 
ort. 
What does it matter that we ex- 


aggerate its importance, that we expect 
impossible effects from it, that all itsde- 
:ects and disadvantages o,re entirely hid 
leu from our sight? Were it not so, how 
jiuuta of our striving would come to an 
Mid! And when we attain these ob 
lects, what more natural than that, the 
excitement of pursuit being over and 
the tension of miud relaxed, a calmness 
tf spirit should follow and an ability to 
ludge of its excellences and its disad 
vantages more dispassionately and more 
.•orrectly 


Suppose the enjoyment is less keen 


ind the satisfaction less complete than 
we had anticipated 
Should the mere 


pleasure felt in success be the main ob- 


of our striving!1 Satisfaction indeed 
only be a transient emotion to an 


intelligent and advancing man or worn- 
m 
Were it a permanent condition ot 


mind there could be no further progress 


Take, for example, the youth who 


longs for a higher education and tries, 
through many obstacles, to obtain it. 
At length the opportunity cornea, and 
nis wishes are crowned with success 
Vet his delight, lit first very keen, grad- 
ually subsides into a calm serenity 


He cornea by degrees to understand

Irish Hoy Ills Fortune. 


There died in this city on April 6,1890, 


,n honu^t, hard working machinist by 
he mime of Patrick Shine, who, having 
•ccumnlatcd some little wealth and 
;nowing that his end was near, a few 
weeks previous to his death deeded all 
f his property to his faithful wife, 
Cllen, their union never having been 
lessod with children 
The loss of her 


ife companion prostrated the widow, 
nd her grief was so great that just 
hree months later—on June 6, 1890— 
Sllen Shine, no longer able to bear up 
mder her load of sorrow, quietly 
Teathed. her last to rejoin her beloved 
lusband in another world. 


Ellen Shine died intestate, and her 


woperty was taken charge of by Public 
Administrator James C. Pennie, who at 


e advertised and otherwise searched 


or any unknown heirs, so that if they 
existed they could have an opportunity 
o present their claima 


Among the people who knew Ellen 


Shine was Mrs. Mary Ann Johnson, of 
40 Pell street, the wife of a mechanic 
drs. Shine and Mrs. Johnson were both 


them natives of County Cork, Ire- 


and, and whenever they met they used 
uO exchange reminiscences of the days of 
rheir youth. When Mrs. Johnson learned 
ihrough the newspapers that her old 
'riend ha.d died and that the public ad- 
ministrator had charge of her property 
' 
the lack of legal claimants she was 


jreatly distressed, and the matter wor- 
ried her for winny weel?s. in vain the 
jood woman cudgeled her brains in an 
endeavor to remember whether she had 
over heard of any one related to Cllen 
Shine. She could recollect no ono. 


The matter occupied her unnd eo 


nuch that it is not fit ull surprising that 
me night (Ang BO, 1891), after retiring, 
still much perturbed over the fact that 
ill the money should go to strangers, 
Mrs. Johnson had her peaceful slumbers 
disturbed by a dream. She dreamed of 


lien Shine as a young girl home in Ire- 
and, surrounded by a host of relatives 
ind conspicuous in that visionary pic- 
ture from dreamland was the figure of 
Rev. 
Father James, well known to the 


dreamer. 


When Mrs Johnson awoke next morn- 
g she remembered her dream and 


thought it strange that in it Father 
James should be mixed up with the 
youthful days of her lato friend 
The 


more she pondered over this, to her, in- 
explicable fact the more she 
became 


convinced that the proper person to ap 
jly to for information concerning the 
relatives of Ellen Shine was the old 
sarish priest, and she resolved at once 
;o write to him. 


Her surmise proved correct. In dne 


;ime she received a letter from the Rev 
Father James, now known as Canon 
Hegarty, in which he said that he knew 
Ellen Shino well when she was still at 
her Irish home, that her maiden name 
was Ellen Dooley, and that her nearest 
relative living was a nephew by the name 
of Joseph Cotter, residing in a village 
near Cork, culled Carrigiiaver 
The 


canon also advised Mrs. Johnson to turn 
the case over to some attorney at once.

AN ITALIAN OVEN 


Contrivance* Thi»t Prevent 
l>«mt^ Smoke 


tan<3 Othet .AiinoyHnren. 


When the Italian cooking !it';>a£gtusia 


used, neither dnst, dirt, gus, smoke, 
heavy cake, soggy potatoes nor e*i>lo- 
sions ruffles tempers. It ia neither niu^e 
nor simply stove. 
It looks like a tub 


covered with shining tilea ot blue uuil 
white porcelain 
It is u trifiu high, and 


in order to operate it to the best advan- 
tage it ia best to stand on a little foot- 
stool or platform. 
Under the stove is n 


semicircular closet reaching np to ubout 
half its height and holding from one to 
three sucks (about four bushels) of char- 
coal. Ou the top are ono, two or three 
openings—little square, boxlike grates 
sinking perhaps four or five inches and 
about eight inches ai]mvre. 
Under the 


grates are receptacles with doora for 
aahes, and in the center is a larger re- 
ceptacle for heating dishes. 


Over the stove and about half way up 


the wall is a canopy, shaped like tb« 
stove at the bottom, but gradually nar- 
rowing to tho top at tbe front and side 
until it is almost tunnel shaped, where 
it joins the chimney, is an opening iuto 
the chimney, about the size of a vflry 
small Htovepipe. 
There is always a 


good draft without dumpers. 


For boiling, a few bits of cane are pat 


in the square or grate over which the 
kettle or the saucepan is to be placed; 
then a shovelful of charcoal is put over 
tho canes, a light is applied and, if you 
a're in a hurry, over the hole is pujt a cu- 
rious contrivance very like a stovepipe, 
perhaps two feet high, with a funnel at 
the top, a contrivance that is expressively 
known in Italian as "il diavolol" possibly 
because *t starts the fire in such a mar- 
velously short tiaio. 


If the articles to be boiled are vegeta- 


bles, the kettle is placed directly over 
the grate, and "il diavolo" ia laid upo.n 
the shelf above. 
If, however, some- 


thing more delicate ia to be cooked, a 
tripod about three inches high is put 
over the grate and the boiler is placed on 
that, so that there ia not even a possi- 
bility of burning or scorching; then a 
circle of coals is put on the outside of 
the stove about the boiler, which is 
tightly covered. It takes from twenty 
minutes to half an hour to cook thia 
svay, and everything cooked is cooked 
all over. 


For baking, the preliminary prepara- 


tions are the same, but the dish hold- 
ing the mixture is placed in an outer 
dish of block tin, and over it is put that 
wonderful 
magician, 
the "foruo di 


campagua," that locks like a peck or 
a half bushel measure, according to its 
size, made of sheet iron and inverted. 
There is an opening at one side, up 
which slips the handle of the baking tin 
or the saucepan, and over which the 
form slips, settling firmly down on the 
stove. 


Under the dish that contains the ma- 


terial to be baked is the charcoal Hre in 
the grate; about it glowing coals are put 
and replenished before the glow dies out, 
and on top of the "forno" more glowing 
coala are placed and treated in the same 
way. 
Everywhere there is an equal dif- 


fusion of heat. 
Mince pies, sponge cake, 


custards, bread and turkeys are browned 
perfectly. 
The "forno" wasn't invented 


by an Italian, but by a Frenchman, and 
it would be quite possible to use it with 
our charcoal stoves. — New York Sun. 


Scotland and the Thistle.

emblem of Scotland in the year 1010. It 
was during the reign of Malcolm 1 that 
•» notable invasion of the country was 
made by the Danes. 
They came in 


thousands, and lauding on the coast 
swarmed over the inhabited districts 
like locusts, destroying, burning and 
plundering wherever they went.

safety the inhabitants lied to tho castles 
and fortified towns, and among the most 
notable of the fortressea of Aberdeen 
shire was Staine's castle, where were 
collected a large number of people of

descending into the dry moat, they 
found, to their gre.it discomfiture and 
mortification, it wan filled with thistle., 
by which their feet were so severely 
pricked that several made an outcry 
which aroused tho defenders of tho castle 
and brought them to the wall iii time to 
repel tho onset. Regarding their good 
fortune in repelling tho Dunes as duo to 
the thistles, theso plants were immedi- 
ately placed in the arms of Hcotl'iiul and 
adopted as tho emblem of tho country.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
